service between Calgary and Edmon- 
ton for the past week or two has been 
simply atrocious. It has been a case 
of line down nearly all the time. At 
brief intervals. the line would come up 
and go down again without notice. At 
this particular time when business is 
booming this is particularly annoying. 
The grain dealers, the merchants and 
the Yukon bound parties are alike put 
to a serious and unexpected disad- 
vantage by this condition of affairs. 
The question the railway authorities 
will no doubt ask is, how is it that the 
line is particularly apt to go out of 
order just at present when it is most 
needed. The answer is easy. The 
line was cheaply built to start with 
and is now worn out. Not that the 
messages carried have worn out the 
wire in passing over it, but it has be- 
come worn out by hasty repairing. 
As already stated the line was too 
cheaply built to stand well. The poles 
were too fac apart and the wire not of 
sufficiently good quelity, consequently 
it frequently went down, Some years 
ago this did not make much difference, 
and when it went down it stayed 
down until the next train came along, 
when the crew in addition to their 
other numerous duties were expected 
to fix it up. This they did time and 
again, as well as was possible for them 
under the circumstances. But it can 
be easily understood that each hasty

the line. This style of repairing has been 
carried on until the limit has been reach- 
ed and the breaks become so numerous 
that the service has become paralyzed, 
and an aggravation rather than an 
advantage to business men.

EDMONTON. 
Montreal Star. 

Mr. Alexander MacKenzie, the min- 
ing engineer, who left Montreal early 
in September to examine and report 
upon the alluvial gold deposits on the 
North Saskatchewan, for a Montreal 
syndicate, has just returned to the city 
in company with Mr. Gustave Drolet. 
Mr. “Mackenzie stated to a reporter Fri- 
day last that the miners were employed 
all along the river washing out its 
alluvial gold for a distance of 250 
miles. These men averaged from $1.50 
to $4 a day, and were losing, according 
to Mr. Mackenzie’s observation, about 
fifty per cent of the gold owing to its 
exceeding fineness, the problem not be- 
ing how to secure the quantity of gold, 
but how to save it best. In former 
days these miners washed the bars and 
were in the habit of making $20 to $25 
a day, andstrange to relate the gold 
that is washed off these bars each year 
is renewed by the next high water or 
flood, and more gold is found. By the 
concession granted to it, the syndicate 
are compelled to put ina dredge every 
five miles. 

The iown of Edmonton itself is 
divided into North and South Edmont- 
on by the river,over which the govern- 
ment are now building a bridge, and is 
rapidly coming into notice as the fav- 
orite route to the Kiondike. Several 
parties are iuere now making preparat- 
ions for a start in the eatly spring, and 
others have preceded them, going by 
way of the Peace, Liard, Peel and 
Mackenzie rivers. Many of these 
parties intend to prospect the unexplor- 
ed country lying to the northwest of 
Edmonton in which lie the majority 
of the rivers which are tributary to the 
streams on which the gold is fonnd in 
the Klondike region, and it is evident 
that nearly all the gold found in the 
Klondike haz came from this region. 
Many are under the impression that 


they will not go much further, but will | 


find ground there that will pay them 
to work and will tend to open up a 
country which will prove very valuable 
both from a mining and agricultural 
stand point. 

Mr. MacKenzie was very much 
struck with the agricultural possibilit- 
ies of the country in the Edmonton 
district. The soil was very fertile, 
the crops of cereals were very heavy, 
and all the cattle that he saw were in 
an excellent condition. There was also 
plenty of wood. The houses of the 
farmers are built chiefly of jogs, but 
are very well finished, and make most 
comfortable residences. Jnst think of 
it, he remarked, you can get 125 
bushels of oats to the acre, and from 48 
to 52 bushels of wheat. One farmer, 
who left Ste. Therese four years ago, 
withcut a dollar, had 12,500 bushels of 
wheat for sale this year, and another 
who sowed 108 bushels of wheat on 
100 acres has taken off 2,500 bushels. 
Mr. MacKenzie could hardly believe it 
when informed of this fact, but the 
statement was vouched for by a learned 
judge. 

The North Saskatchewan river itself 
is a very placid, wide stream, and not 
very deep. There ere numerous large 
seams of bituminous coal sticking out 
of the banks running from 150 to 200 
feet above the water right down to the 
water's edge. These seams run_hori- 
zontally and are drawn with apparently 
mathematical precision, and vary from 
four inches up to five and six feet, and 
one seam is known to exist on the 
river higher up which is said to measure 
between thirty and forty feet in thick- 
ness. This is a source of great con- 
venience to the people inhabiting that 
section of country. Edmonton, in 
fact, is built right over seams of coal
